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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Rindge: 


I submit herewith my fifth annual report, this being the 
nineteenth of the series under district supervision. 

The enrollment of all the Rindge schools shows a con- 
siderable decrease from last vear, West Rindge having only 
20 as against 33 during the previous school year, the Center 
Grammar 18 as against 25, the Center Primary 20 as against 
22, and East Rindge only 12 as against 24 during a part of the 
school year 1921-22. This gives a total enrollment of 70 while 
the total enrollment for last year was 104. 

For the first time in several years all the teaching posi- 
tions became. vacant at the close of the school year in June. 

Miss Alice E. Belcher who had served with marked sue- 
cess for two years in District No. 4 school in Jaffrey was se- 
eured for the West Rindge school; Miss Marion A. Bennett, 
a Keene Normal graduate was elected teacher of the Rindge 
Center Grammar school, and Miss Flora A. Jean, a teacher 
with several years experience in primary and intermediate 
erades was chosen for the Rindge Center Primary position. 

For two years great difficulty has been encountered in 
‘interesting suitable candidates in the East Rindge position 
until last July Miss Mary McGrath, a Keene Normal graduate 
was secured for this school. 

Almost immediately after the Christmas vacation Miss 
Bennett resigned her position. For three weeks Miss Nay, a 
student at Keene Normal served as a substitute, and Miss 
Rosalie E. Knight, a graduate of Bates College has been re- 
cently secured for this school. 
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The question of transportation in Rindge continues to 
be one of increasing importance. A large percentage of pupils 
live more than two miles from their school and quite a large 
percentage live nearly two miles, some of them being obliged to 
travel over roads that are difficult to traverse during the winter 
season. The fact that so many pupils come from different 
directions makes the comparatively large number of trans- 
portation routes necessary. This is not a problem peculiar 
to Rindge. Many towns in New Hampshire are finding their 
problem of transportation the most difficult one they have in 
school matters. 

The work being done in the several schools shows en- 
couraging results. No pupil who is sent regularly to school and 
who brings with him the co-operation of his parents need fail 
to accomplish the work set forth in the State program pro- 
vided he is physically and mentally able to do the work. The 
eood weather during the first term of the present school 
year made it posible to make more than the ordinary number 
of visits, and in practically every instance the work done has 
been such as to reflect credit on the school. 

While the shortage of teachers at the present time is not 
so great as it was two or three years ago the demand for 
gsood teachers is so great that there is no probability of any 
decrease in salaries in the near future. In fact the matter of 
salary has less bearing today than that of the conditions under 
which a teacher must live while doing her work. -A commun- 
ity that pays a reasonable salary, has available good boarding 
places, that makes their teachers welcome and exhibits a 
spirit of co-operation in the work of the school seldom has to 
be long without a good teacher. Several rural schools in 
nearby towns have had no teachers leave during the past four 
years except at the close of the year when at the end of one 
or two years a teacher has been offered a larger and better 
paying school. The secret of the success of these smaller 
schools has been that the parents have appreciated the fact 
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that a teacher away from home needs support and encour- 
agement in order to do her best work and they have made 
conditions so pleasant that these teachers have stayed in 
these smaller schools in spite of attractive offers from larger 
and wealthier communities. 

We also want our teachers to know their community and 
to visit the homes. A teacher will have more sympathy with 
her pupils if she knows his home influences and suroundings. 

Our teachers are chosen to instruct our boys and gir!s. 
That is their first business and the one to which they should 
devote every minute of the school day and as much time out- 
side as is necessary for them to properly carry on the work. 


“We try to secure trained teachers for first of all a teacher 


should be scholarly. We can lead no further than we have 
traveled, we can impart no more than we have received, we 
can point out no more than we have seen. 

Further the true teacher will be studious. No matter 
what preparation she may have had daily preparation is 
essential. It is necessary to study constantly in order to keep 
out of the ruts. 

Since a larger number of our pupils bring their lunches 
I believe that during the cold weather a hot dish should be 
served with the lunch. In a number of schools in this union 
the noon lunch has been earried on for several years with 
most satisfactory results. The expense is not large and in 
most schools it is greatly appreciated. Within a short time 
I hope to see it introduced into every school where any con- 
siderable number of pupils bring their lunches. 

In conelusion | thank you sincerely for vour loyal support 
and co-operation in the work of the past year.
